Chandler, editor of the American Chemist, 
states that when solid nitrate of silver is plac 

ed upon glowing charcoal, deflagration takes 


nthe metallic state.

sinks down in the pores of the coal, and, 
as each particle of the latter is replaced by 
the reduced silver, the structure of the origi- 
nal wood is retained. In thfs way he has suc 
ceeded in producing masses of silver welgh- 
ing an ounce or more, which show most beau 
tifully the rings of annual growth in the woo. 
The author advises that a crystal of the ni-

apcestors, as a national safeguard, see no 
reason why we, of all the earth, should 
consider ourselves proof against the mis- 
takes, chort-comings, weaknesses, vicious- 
ness and misfortunes which have visited 
other peoples. We are not ashamed of 
our ancestors—not ashamed to seek their 
counsels—not ashamad to invoke them and 
to heed them; and, therefore, though Mr. 
SUMNER’S preamble does not go back as 
far as it might, it is sufficiently suggestive 
and awakens much that has been asleep in 
the boasted and otherwise wide-awake 
American mind. The precedents cited 
are worthy of serious attention; and, con- 
sidered with reference to the immediate 
‘case in point, they can hardly fail to make 
their way among the people of the North. 

Ever since JacKkson’s time the nds. 
uus which has successfully turned every 
President of the United States out of the 
straight line of his duty has been the sec- 
ond term. It has controlled the Presi- 
dential policy, disposed of the Presidential 
patronage, absorbed the Presidential mind, 
obscured the Presidential vision, disturbed 
the Presidential sleep. It has broken par- 
ties up and separated old friends forever. 
It made Van BcREN a trimmer. It ha- 
rassed and weakened: the vigor of Joux 
TIR. It got the country into the Mexi- 
can war. It played smash with the 
Old-line Whigs. It converted FRANKLIN 
Pierce from a genial and warm-hearted 
gentleman into a vacillating sharper, and 
it turned the very sour milk of human kind- 
ness in the bosom of OLD Bucs into gall and 
bitterness. These were not dangers to the 
State, albeit they were hurtful enough in 
their day and kind. Now a vastly greater 
ingredient enters into the question. We 
see what progress Graxt has made al- 
ready. Give him four years more, witha 
continued tendency to advance in the same 
direction, and, with one-half the success 
he has had, what assurance shall we have 
against a third term, sustained by the 
forms of law, to be followed by a Plebis- 
cite, carried at the point of the bayonet? 

This is a practical item of direct appli- 
cation, and it ought to be considered by the 
people dispassionately. But it apart, the 
one-term principle, pere and without the 
spur ot a creat pubuc danger, commends 
itself strongly to our mind. Mr. GREE- 
LEY’s article in the Galaxy is unanswer- 
able. The beginning of civil service re- 
form is assuredly the one-term principle. 
The play of Hamlet can not be put upon 
the stage with the Prince’s part left out. 
Restore it and let the piece go on. Mr. 
ScumneEr, for once, is wholly right.

Idle Masquerading. 

The New York Times might save itself 
the trouble, and also the comicality, of ex- 
plaining its inconsistency with respect to 
the Tammany frauds and the Administra- 
tion frauds.

They are not quite as strong in fixed 
carbon as the Mahoning and Shenango coals, 
where two tons only are required, but they 

roduce a more highly esteemed pig metal. 

That Mushet said in his great work on Iron, 
in reference to a certain Welsh coal, is appii- 
eable in every respect to the block coal of 
Indiana: 

To the purity of splint coal it unites all 
the sofiness and combustibility of wood, and 
the efleets produced by it in the blast furaace, 
either as to the quality or quantity of iron.

that metal with charcoal." 

Prof. Cox, in charge of the Indiana State 
Geological Survey, bears the following em- 
phatic testimony as to the quality of these 
coals for iron-smelting: 

‘Without fear of contradiction, I pro- 
nounce the block-coal of Indiana the best 
mineral fuel yet known to the world for the 
manufacture of pig metal, bar iron, or steel. 
In the blast furnace it produces u metal in 
every respect equal to the best charcoal iron 
made from the same ores. In the puddling 
furnace a less quantity is required of block 
coal than of the best Pittsburgh coals to 
make a run of bar or wrought iron. The bars 
are brought off in a shorter space of time, 
and the quality of the iron is better. The

How the Black Crook is Rehearsed at 


Niblo’s. 


A Lively Sketch. 


[From the New York World. | 
SPECTACULAR REHEARSALS. 

As for a general rehearsal of a spectacular 
ballet, such as the Crook,“ no adequate 
pen -· and - ink description can be given. Tiere 
are so many conlemporancous, yet utterly 
incongruous details that the utmost possible 
in the descriptive line ls simply to state each 
and all of these details. : 

Time, noon; locale, the stage and auditori- 
um of Niblo’s Garden—the latter dark as 
Erebus and the former brilliantly lighted. On 
the stage are the carpenters, gas-men and 
other mechanical employes busy as bees and 
as unpicturesque as any other set of meu; and 
hudd together in chance groups, ever 
shifting, are some sixty or seventy ballet girls 
of various grades, chattering and gymnastic- 
ating. These creatures are arrayed in every 
concievable variety of dress or undress. Some 
are attired in the shabbiest, thinnest, most 
forlorn-looking shawls and faded dresses, with 
the most dilapidated of bonnets, and boots 
all down at the heel; others appear in the air- 
iest and scantiest of material. Some are just 
as they will be seen in the piece; others wear 
thick, dark leggings instead of thin, flesh-col- 
ored tights, while others again appear, the up- 
per half in their ordinary street costumes, 
and the lower half in fairy attire and fancy 
‘hoes. Some are thickly covered on their 
sh n Iders, others have their necks bare. Some 
seem to be shiveriay, others to be roasting, 
and altogether they present a combination of 
flesh and garments iu al! proportions, relations 
and varieties sueh as can be met with nowhere 
else on earth. ~attered among these women 
are to be seenS managers, stage managers, 
treasurera, carpenters, call-boys, actresses, re- 
porters, visitors, ballet-masters, employes of 
all descriptions, talking, looking on, moving 
to and fro, seaMd, leaning against the side 
scenes, or even lying down full lengih upon 
the stage. Everybody assumes just such an 
attitude as best pleases himself or herself, and 
does what scems right in her or his eyes, per- 
feetiy regardless of all other considcrations. 
There is no democracy in the world like the 
free aud easy democracy displayed at such a 
rehearsal as this—until the rehearsal begins.

utacture which edters into and forms a part of 
her commerce. It is only by making herself a 
manufacturing center, thet she can expect to 
expand and retain her commerce regardiess of 
the fluctuations and diversions of trade. 

The interests of this city are 
yet m their infancy; but from their present ex- 
tent and variety some idea may be formed of 
what they will become in future, if proper steps 
are taken to encourage them. The present high 
price of coal ts rainous to them. Heretofore, in 
order to provide against this exorbitance, it has 
been the custom of those who use large quanti- 
ties of Pittsburgh coal to purchase their sup- 
plies during the «pring rise in the river, 
while coal is comparatively cheap, but 
to do this requires a large investment of 
capital, which is not only n 


tor storing it. All these items tell seriously 
against the interest of our manufacturers; but 
when this spring supply is not put up, as was the 
case this year, these high prices of coal find 
many manufacturers without any stock on hand, 
the consequence of which is that they are often 
compelled to suspend all operations, because 
their business can not be carried on at a profit. 
In this event, all the hands are thrown out 
of employment, and the capital invested in the 
yorks is idle and unproductive, thus seriously 
affecting the business as weli as the real prop- 
erty of the city. While we have no remedy for 


jute comfort with a large number of our citi- 
zens. All are therefore interested in having a 
uniform and cheap price for coal. 

The development of the coal-fields of Ken- 
tuoky promises to furnish an easy solution to all 
these difficulties, and give to our manufacturers 
and citizens an unlimited supply of cheap coal, 
which can be had at any time at a fixed and defi- 
bite price, independent of the stage of water in 
the river and of the combinations of our Pitts- 
burgh friends. The coal-fields of Kentucky ex- 
ceed in area and quantity those of all of Eng- 
land, and with such a supply almost at our 
doors, it would seem to be absurd to send out of 
the State nearly two millions of dollare annually 
for this article alone. 

t coal fields can be reached within 
100 miles of this city. The coal within reach of 
the Elizabethtown and Paducah road alone, to 
say — of the Lebanon branch and other 
lines, would supply the city for centuries to 
come. It is now brought to’this market over the 
Elizabethtown and Paducah and Louisville and 
Nashville railroads at a charge of six cents per 
bushel. When these mines are properly opened 
it is calculated that the coal can be mined and 
put upon the cars of the railroad company for 
six cents per bushel, allowing a sufficient profit 
to the operator of the mines. To this 
add three cents for delivery over the city, 
and we heve 15 cents as the price at which coal 
from these mimes can be delivered in our coal- 
houses. This expense of 3 cents for delivering 
can be saved to manufacturers by having switch- 


15 cents per bushel, the annual saving to the citi- 
zens of Louisville would amount toa sum equal 
to the yearly interest on all her fundeddebt. As 
it is now the excess which we pay 
for coal, over what it could be 
supplied for from home mines, amounts to a sum 
more than sufficient to discharge the yearly in- 


terest on the funded debt of the city and pro- 


vide a sinking fund to pay the bonds at ma- 
turity . 

The introduction of an abundant daily supply 
of Kentucky coal by railroad into this market 


of ~10 miles, and yet the expense of transporta- 
tion never exceeds the price of five dollars per 
ton of 2,240 pounds. Our roads have lighter 
grades and we are less distant from the mines. 
jet we pay enormously more for tran:portation. 
Coal, coming in by the Elizabethtown and Padu 
cah road, for instance, costs 87 per ton of 2,000 
pounds. 

The annual consumption of coal in Louisville 
and around the falls is estimated to exceed 
seven millions of bushele. The average price 
paid for it ws 16 cents per bushel, making a sum 
of nearly two million dollars paid annually for 
coal alone. This large sum goes into 
channels that never return any of it 
to the business of the city. If it was 
paid for Kentucky coal it would open up a new 
avenue ot trade and, in some form or other, 
would all be returned to the city again. 

Coal from mines along our railroadsis now 
being brought to this market in small quantities, 
and sold at prices below those of any other coal 
in the market. There is not enough of it brought 
here yet to affect the market, and the price is 
regulated entirely by the price of Pitteburgh coal 
But if these mines were opened with a capacity 
ot Sippen a daily supply equal to the city’s 
demand, then the coal would come down to 


is @ questien ‘which the inflictions of the Pitts- 
burgh meopopoly is forcing upon our citizens 
every day, and it is just now peculiarly urgent.

THE CHINESE ESE LANGUAGE. 


Seme Interesting F Facts About It. 
To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. } 

As the writer has never seen anything in 
any newspaper giving any facts relating to 
that most curious of all languages—the Chi- 
nese—he thinks the stock of public general 
information may be increased by a few para- 
graphs on this subject. The Chinese is not a 
barren eto the student, either in re- 
spect to its unique construction or its copi- 
our ness of Hterury treasures. No man, there- 
fore, can put forth his claim to be distin- 

ished as a man of letters if he despises the 

anguage of a civilization older than the 
flood. Especially does the Chinese now de- 
mand the attention of scholars, since associa- 
tion with those who use no other tongue is 
fast becoming a common event. 

Poy. Chinese differs from all languages (ex- 

the Japanese) in its having no alphabet. 
— 2 not only have alp bets, 
begin their alphabets with the letter a, 
st Ethiopic, in which @ is the thir- 
teen al 2 Runle, in which it is the tenth 
letter.

has in lieu of an alpha- 
ographic characters, 
whose pronunciation indicates to the ear the 
meaning desired. Dr. Blair, in his inimita- 
ble rhetoric, says that on this mt count the 
language requires the labor of a life-time for 
its mastery. The learned doctor, Le Pe 
from rumor (as rumor generally misleads), is 
wrong. The learner needs not be dis- 
couraged by such an announcement. 
Of these 40,000 characters, only about 
4.500 are in ordinary use, the rest 
being obsolete. With a knowledge of about 
2.5 characters (radicals, preformatives and af- 
f mat. ver). the student may proceed with de- 
light. The Chinese may then be regarded as 
easy as the Anyssinian, which has 206 letters 
~ its alphabet, or as the Brahmanic, which 
nas 211. hese numerous symbols of the

These symbols are 
placed in slender columns, which are read 
from top to bottom, beginning at the right 
and proceeding towards the left, There are 
no marks of purctuation, except a plain circle 
for the period and a black-faced symbol for 
emphasis.

Boats Built Ar@und the Falls is 1871. 

It is almost superfluous to speak of the repu- 
tation of the boat-builders at this point. Ase 
favorable location for the establishment of a 
ship-yard, there is no point from Lake Itasca or 
the headwaters of the Allegheny to the delta. 
that surpasses, or indeed equals, the vicinity of 
Louisville. The advantages here are too ob- 
vious to need recapitulation, and they have 
been recognised Oy the steamboatmen of the 
West in the most substantial manner. The 
natuial importance of this location has not been 
neglected or ill-uagd. The duty of developing 
the trade here has fallen into energetic and ca-

She is 220 feet long, 36 feet beam, 
7* feet hold, and is capable of carrying 140 pas- 
sengers and 850 tons of freight. This boat is a 
model of neatness, and is now running in the 
Memphis and New Orleans trade. 

Fourth—The Carrie A. Thorn, owned and com- 
manded by Charles Thorn, and running in the 
New Orleans and Shreveport trade. She is 145 
feet long, 38 feet beam, 4 feet hold, and will carry 
550tons of freight, besides affording ample accom- 
modations for passengers. She is a stern- 
wheeler without guards. 

Fifth—The Maria Tauss. built for Capt. H. J. 
Brinker, for the New Orleans and Red river 
trade. She is 180 feet long, 38% feet beam, 6 feet 
hold, will carry 750 tons, and is one of the 
finest stern-wheel boats ever turned out. This 
boat has a simple but most efficient improve- 
ment in the construction of her hold, 
consisting of two iron bulkheads, 
fore and aft, well fastened to the beams and 
floors with screw-bolts, which supersede the 
necessity of fore and aft chains. Some of the 
best marine architects admit that this is a very 
material improvement in the construction of 

vessels.

Sixth—The Sabine, built for Captains Shirley, 
Selby, and Fuller, for the Sabine river (Texas) 
trade. She is 150 feet long, % feet beam, 5 feet 
hold, and will carry 500 tons. She is provided 
with cabin arrangemenis suited to the warm cli- 
mate of Texas. 

In addition to this new work, Barmore has re- 
paired the Peytona and barges, built one 
gat boat forthe Government contractors on the 
talls, and furnished lumber to repair a large

ha ve built during the present year sixteen boats 
and barges, more in number than were ever 
turned out in one year by any concern in the 
country. They commenced in January on 
barges, and built during the winter and spring, 
for the Houston Direct Navigation Company, of 
Texas, six barges of the following dimensions, 
viz.: 132 feet long, W feet beam, and 6 feet hold, 
named respectively Houston, Otter, Beaver, 
Terry, R. E. Lee and Rusk. These were not 
ordinary river barges, but strong and sub- 
stamtial— more on the style of sea-going crafts, 
as they are designed for service in Galveston 
bay. After this they built two coal barges tor 
Mesars. Woolfolk & Gilmore, each 8 feet long. 
18 feet beam, and c feet bold.
